Dewar stifles parity

1384 swiftly approaches, as 
sU'Ji^n -faculty committees are 
suspended indefinitely and student 
parity Is enlamjered. Laurentian 
has been keeping pace with the 
trend since the Monahan dictator- 
ship appointed Dr. Dewar as Ad- 
ministrator of the School ofSocial 
Work, in addition to his position 
as Dean of Professional Schools. 
The appointment follows A.C. Ash- 
by's resignation as director of the 
school. 

One of Dewar's first actions 
was to suspend indefinitely all 
committees within the School of 
Social Work, except the School 
Council and the APA Committee 
(dealing with appeals, promotions 
and admissions), both comprised 
oi faculty and studetits. Do war 
then toured the Social Work 
classes, asking students to re- 
consider their demands for stu- 
dent parity, because their par- 
ticipation on the suspended com- 
mittees had only rendered those 
bodies ineffective. Dewar, wbo Is 
seldom in the School of Social 
Work, comes to few meetings 
and has almost no student con- 



of people within the school (in- 
cluding Ashby). 

Some students were angry, and 
others were confused because they 
did not understand why the com- 
mittees had been suspended. When 
a Lambda reporter asked Ashby 
wliat was going on, Ashby re- 
plied that he did not want to I* 
held responsible for any state- 
ment, saying: "I want to keep my 
nose clean/* and passed the buck 
to Dewar. Last week, Dr. Dewar 
spoke to Social Work students, 
confirming the fact that ait com- 
mittees, except the School Coun- 
cil and the APA were suspended. 

On March 23, President Mona- 
han met with a student represen- 
tative to discuss the situation. 
It was explained that Dewar's sus- 
pending of ttie Social Work com- 
mittees was not unconstitutional 
l^cause faculty committees are 
under his authority. Those com- 
prised of students and faculty were 
all ad hoc committees, also under 
Do war's Jurisdiction. However, no 
limit was set upon the suspension 
of these. As the situation now 
stands, there exist the School 
Council, of which Dewar Ss the 
chairman, and the APA, 



Student reaction ;o these pro- 
ceedings varies. Some wer* ap- 
peased by the talks with Monahan 
and Dewar. Others worry about 
next year, anticipating rash 
changes in the school which win 
affect students adversely. Some 
feel that Dewar Is power-hungry 
and wonder what lie will do next. 
At present, students areqbservinp 
any administrative action, but ac- 
cording to student council pres- 
ident Greg Lublmiv, the majority 
of Social Work students would 
definitely oppose any attempt to 
reduce student parity, "by what- 
ever means are necessary". 

Some students remain apathetic, 
and do not understand why parity 
for the Social Work students Is 
so important. They do not realize 
tlut Social Work li. t..* O .' 
professional school that has 
achieved parity on its commit- 
tees. At present, students of the 
School of Translators and Inter* 
prefers are fighting for an equal 
voice in their administrative coun- 
cils. Student parity gives us a 
voice equal to that of faculty and 
administration In deciding tlio.ie 
policies which directly affect our 
education and our careers. It Is 
our right, and once It Is gained, 
we have to fight to keep It.

The long awaited Ser.a'j Aca- 
demic Planning Committee's pre- 
iimlnn-v report was recently re- 
leased and Is In the process «-f 
be*n^ circulated. The report looks 
at the problems o* pbv.'dn* at 
Laurentian an1 offers some sug- 
gestions as to how these prob- 
lems can *x? overcome. 

The report Initially looks at 
the hstole factors which surrounde<i 
the creation of the univerilty. 
It war -vtablished as a bilingual 
university Vecause of the large 
Francophone population In the area 
and oik'i of its bask purposes is 
to serve this r>\» rnlty. It was 
also established as a non- 
denominational Institution but was 
organized together with three fe- 
derated olmrcli related colleges 
aitd because of the large area 
It Is situated In, there Is a corn- 
mi; ment to providing education 

fci the people of this area. 1 
Luu ;t nt lan falls in any of these 
areas then it would be ceasing 
to satisfy sq^* of Its basfc oIh 
Jectlves. 

Following this the report looks 
at some of the obstacles facing 
the urd'eisity in achieving these 
objectives. To do this the com- 
mit ee Identified four criteria 
which can be used: quality; re 
glonal relevance; student interest; 
a*»J programme coordination a » - 
cooperation. The report pinpoint 
tvi «jstacles to the development 
o* a part-time studies programme. 
Oi ? is the physical nature of the 
area and the other la the fact 
that .7,*. t\nv studies are though i 
of as an extension of the ftill time 
program it* being offered.

Carleton registrar, J.I, Jack- 
son, sent a letter to that effect 
during February to 8G3 students 
who owe the university a total o* 
8128,700 In tuition fees. 

Unlike other universities, Car- 
leton does not assess charge for 
late fee payment or with* old stu- 
dents' marks until they pay. Car- 



leton students who have not paid 
are simply de-repfstere<i -- it's 
as if they never restored at all. 
A student suffers no academic or 
financial loss for falling to pay. 
Students can re-reglster the fol- 
lowing year. 

A de- registered student can ap- 
peal to a tward consisting of one 
student, one faculty member, aud 
the university registrar.

7,G0O people are currently re- 
gistered with the CanaUa Man- 
power Centre in Sudiwry, how- 
aver the centre feels optimistic 

about the potential for summer 
jobs for students in this area* 
The centre is currently placing 
only 400 people a month so their 
optimism It; presumably based 
on the existence of a different 
market for student sttnmer em- 
ployment. 

Last year the student place- 
men! centre was able to locate 
over 1,000 students in Jobs of 
varying duration. At the beginning 
of the summer Jobs were dif- 
ficult to find because of the un- 
certilnty surrounding the pos- 
sibility of a strike at WCO. This 
year the centre has confirmed 
that INCO will not be a source 
of }obs. tn fact thov aw cur- 
rency laying off salaried staff. 
The aval lability of fobs seems 
to be dependent on the power of 
INCO to generate Jobs in other 
industries but there does not 
seem to ba too much reason for 
acyona to have high hopes. 

Secretary of State, Hugh Faulk- 
ner, recently commented tfiat 
there were less applications for 
OFT projects this year than last 



year because titers were more 
jobs available Unfortunately it 
wju; not possible to test this hy- 
pothesis bscause the Sudbury OF/ 
people could not release any sta- 
tutes until there had been a press 
release from Ottawa. 

This does not mean the gov- 
ernment Is not trying to help stu- 
dotj's fuw Jobs. 

On May 1, a student placement 
centre will be opening, In the 
Sudbury Post Office, with seven 
counsellors In attendance. The

This was the message delivered 
!>y Professor Ronald Seale, geo- 
grapher from the University of 
Windsor, whea he lectured on the 
report entitled "The Limits to 
Growth" at Laarontian two woeVb 

ago, 

"The Limlls to Growth" Is the 
repotl vt a Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology (MIT) team 
who are workii? for the Club 
of Rome's Project on the Pre- 
dicament of Mankind* The Club 
of Rome Is a group of industrial- 
ists, academics a>i senior civil 
servants, heaJed by Dr. Aurello 
Peccel who Is connected with Flat 
and Olivetti, whose purposes are 
to encourage an understanding of 
man's problems on a global scale 
especially with regard to the Inter- 
relationships of different parts 
of the global system. 

Seale first discussed the social 
environment into which the report 
can.c. He felt there were numerous 
Indications that various sectors of 
society had alr.Mdy ber^M to 
question Iik growth et.'ic, If It is 
bigger it will b> better. He felt 
taut the liberal left were no longer 
convinced that economic growt'i 
waj n panacea for all Ills and 
that people generally were more 
aware of some of the costs o? 



growth. We are now in what Seale 
called a post-Nader, post-Spadfna 
society and there is a greater 
awareness that quantity and quality 
are not necessarily positlv^y co- 
related. He pointed to the example 
o: the Quebec birth ratj, where 
they ar* usua'!; i*o\tV of as 
having large families, which ha3 
dropped below the replacement 

level. Another allegedly sig- 
nificant statistic Is the fact that 
t972 is the first year since Henry 
Ford came on the scene that 
more bicycles have been bought 
than car3. He concluded his loo* 
at society by pointing to the el- 
ection. In Toronto and Vancouver, 
of so-called reform councils ..♦•. 
antl -development as symbolic of 
changing attitudes. 

The MIT study looked at the 
global system within a systems 
framework and it is hoped that 
tie resTilts would be of use to 
polio makers. There were five 
mal.i variables used in the study 
and they were: 1. population; 2. pol- 
lution; 3. non - renewable re- 
sources; 4. renewable resources 
(to>$); and 5. industrial prodoc- 
ticn. Stale also pointed out that 
there might be other limits to 
growth tha.i the physical con- 
straints. He pointed to Alvin Tof- 
fier's book "Future Sho^k" as 
an example of psychological bar- 
riers to growth. It was on tho 



basis of the statistics fed Into the 
computer such as, known global 
reserves of minerals, present 
consumption rates and the rela- 
tionships between them that led 
to the prediction that the world 
wculd collapse In 100-150 years. 
Seale then went on to point out 
some of tie weaknesses of the re- 
port although he* said he agreed 
with the main arguments of It. 
One of tne drawbacks was the ex- 
treme degree of aggregation which 
means that there wasno allowance 
for different parts of the globe 
having different proMems. For 



example, one part might suffer 
from excessive pollution and an- 
other might be suffering from 
over population. Also noted was 
a lack of precise definitions which 
would make It difficult to perform 
any empirical checks of the re- 
port. Our present dependence on 
technology is not j .Jlfled but 
S*ale pointed cut that there are 
some benefits from technology 
for example, contraceptives. One 
of the major '^pects the report 
did not allow for was the effect 
of the market on cht-jlng the 
allocation of resources. He also 



pointed out the role of the market 
In creating previous social and 
environmental problems. 

Seale suggested that futurepro- 
jects should be subject to an 
adequate cost - benefit analysis 
which should include the social 
costs as well as the private costs 
normally measured by the price 
mechanism. He also questioned 
whether our political Institutions 
were capable of channeling re- 
sources into the direction of 
achieving maximum human wel- 
fare.

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Is hoped that the them.*, which Is 
of Intimate concern to everyone, 
will challenge the attention and 
Imagination of persons inall walks 
of life, added Prof. Humphrey 
who was Director of the Division 
of Human Rights at the United 
Nations from 1946 to 19CG and a 
moving force In establishing the 
Canadian Human Rights Founda- 
tion

observed Prof. Humphrey. Sub- 
missions can be written, visual 
or other form, In English or 
French, and anyone at home or 
abroad may apply for an award.
